GENERAL 


Ickes, Harold Le Claire. The secret diary 
of Harold L. Ickes. Simon & Schuster, $5. 
December 1. 

The first volume of Mr. Ickes’ private record 
of 19 years under the New Deal covers only 
three years, from the first cabinet meeting 
of the new President, Franklin D. Roosevelt, 
in 1933, to the defeat of Landon in 1936. The 
book comprises a detailed picture of the na- 
tional political scene through years of grave 
crisis. With apparently utter candor, the 
writer has jotted down his minutes of meet- 
ings, thoughts, correspondence, problems, and 
his impressions of people, reflecting admira- 
tion, doubt, irritation, disgust, or amusement 
as he comes in daily contact with the foibles 
and quirks of human nature peculiar to his 
colleagues, his superiors, and the public. The 
book provides both a rare opportunity for 
the average citizen to eavesdrop on the shap- 
ers of public affairs and a vast fund of source 
material for the historian. 


Moore, Ruth E. Man, time, and fossils; 
the story of evolution. Knopf, $5.75. No- 
vember 9. 

A history of evolutionary theory and signifi- 
cant experiments, discoveries, and formula- 
tions which have contributed to current un- 
derstanding of man’s origins. A feature writer 
on the staff of the Chicago Sun-Times has 
done an excellent job of reporting on the 
work of Darwin, Lamarck, De Vries, Mendel, 
Haldane, and other theorists; she also takes 
her readers out into the field to oversee the 
search for fossil evidence of man’s beginnings, 
and into the laboratory to observe how the 
anthropologist combines chemistry, physics, 
and biological experiments, and gets results 
that point the way to a clarified, revised the- 
ory of human evolution. Sound science, with 
a fascination similar to that of Marek, Gods, 
graves, and scholars (Bookuist 48:77, N 15 
51). 


FICTION 


Barker, Shirley. Fire and the hammer. 
Crown, $3.50. November. 


The author of Rivers parting (BooKLIstT 47:53, 
0 150) opens up one more obscure chapter 
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in early US. history; this time it is the story 
of Quaker outlaws, the five Doan brothers 
and their cousin Abraham, who harried the 
American revolutionists and the citizens of 
Bucks County, Pennsylvania, in the convic- 
tion that their crimes were in accordance with 
the Lord’s will. By the time the U.S. had be- 
come an accomplished fact, one Doan had been 
shot, two were hanged, and the others were 
in exile; inescapable romance, in the person 
of single-minded Lass Marvayne, followed 
the youngest Doan to his new home in the 
Carolinas. Skillful writing and careful re- 
search result in a lifelike picture of the period, 
but the characters often seem unreal. 


Hartog, Jan de. The little ark. Harper, 
$2.75. January 6. 

The great hurricane of 1953 swept away the 
dikes of Holland, drowned thousands of farm- 
ers, and left others homeless, but it also 
brought in a tidal wave of human kindness 
from all over the world. Among the flood 
survivors were ten-year-old Jan Brink, a war 
orphan, and the half-caste little Indonesian 
girl, Adinda, both of them foster children of 
Parson Grijpma. Stranded first in a house- 
boat and then in a hospital ship, the waifs 
learned that disaster makes all men brothers, 
and that adults treat children more kindly 
than usual. The writer never dins his mes- 
sage of universal brotherhood into the ears 
of the reader in this novel which introduces 
two of the most convincing and appealing 
children in recent fiction. 


Welty, Eudora. The Ponder heart. Har- 
court, $3. Tentative date January 7. 


Miss Edna Earle Ponder, who runs the Beulah 
Hotel in Clay, Mississippi, whiles away the 
tedium of a long afternoon by telling a guest 
the story of her Uncle Daniel, warm of heart, 
but weak in the head. Uncle Daniel took 
himself a child bride, Bonnie Dee Peacock, 
who milked him of the family fortune, and 
expelled him from the house. When Bonnie 
Dee died of heart failure, Uncle Daniel was 
charged with murder. He established his in- 
nocence before the jury, but not before he 
handed out the rest of the Ponder fortune to 
the hangers-on at the trial. A Southern folk 
comedy which exposes the sunnier side of the 
Faulkner country. To appear in a single issue 
installment of the New Yorker.

Divine prescribes Christian therapy for trou- 
bled moderns, in the belief that Christianity 
has better resources to cope with these prob- 
lems than the psychiatrist. Out of his own 
pastoral counseling he diagnoses the main 
types of anxiety that he has encountered: 
fear, guilt, inhibition, frustration, indecision, 
loneliness, and despair. For each malady he 
proposes such solutions as faith, prayer, litur- 
gy, and the habit of living in depth within 
time. A quiet, nondogmatic approach, which 
avoids the oversimplification and false opti- 
mism sometimes found in books of this kind.

A confession by a London bus driver of his 
mistaken adherence to the British Communist 
party over a period of 18 years. Having joined 
at twenty-two, in the belief that the party was 
striving to better living conditions for the 
working people, he became active in bring- 
ing party doctrine and members into the trade 
unions and in recruiting members for the 
party. Gradually, however, the ruthlessness 
and lack of humane consideration evinced by 
the true communists disillusioned him. As 
his family life and health deteriorated, he 
realized his subjection to an idealogy with 
which he had lost sympathy. More important 
than his personal story is his account of 
communist methods of infiltration, particu- 
larly in industrial areas. Published in Eng- 
land as The communist technique in Britain.

child psychologists, lawyers, and many others 
concerned with medical or social problems. 
Like the preceding report on the American 
male (BooK.ist 44:228, Mr 1 48) this is an 
objective, factual study which will be useful 
to individuals and groups concerned with the 
direction of human behavior.

Three dramatic narratives, using composite 
characters and camouflaged situations, under- 
line the growing menace of juvenile delin- 
quency in New York City and other metro- 
politan centers. The first follows a gang 
fight through to its tragic finale in Brooklyn; 
the second plots the rise of a neglected Puerto 
Rican boy to gang leadership; the third de- 
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scribes the random activity of a Negro gang 
from petty theft in the afternoon to a dance 
hall brawl in the evening. Without recourse 
to dull statistics or to sensationalism, the 
authors make clear that only a public aroused 
to the urgent need for better housing, educa- 
tion, and recreation can tackle this problem.

Although she sub- 
scribes in general to what she calls the “mod- 
ern approach,” she asserts that parenthood 
refuses to be reduced to a science, and chil- 
dren cannot be fitted into patterns; drawing 
on her own experiences she shows how the 
advice of the experts must be tempered with 
common sense and the intimate knowledge 
of one’s own child.
